INTRODUCTION 


Between April and June 1975, Weetabix featured the first of its two Doctor Who promotions 
featuring artwork by Gordon Archer. Each packet of the breakfast cereal would contain a set of four 
full-colour cardboard stand-up figures, featuring at least one Dalek and three other assorted 
characters. In total, there were six different sets to collect, which featured two figures of the Doctor, 
one of Sarah Jane Smith, and a assortment of monsters. These spanned the Yeti from The 
Abominable Snowmen through to the K1 Robot from Tom Baker's first story. 


Set 1 - Dalek (silver), Saarl, Sarah, Sea Devil 
Set 2 - Dalek (white/red), Dr Who 1, Ice Warrior, Cybermen 
Set 3 - Dalek (white — facing), Aggedor, Axon Monster, Giant Robot 
Set 4 — Dalek (white — sideways), Dr Who 2, Ogron, Lynx 
Set 5 — Dalek (grey), Yeti, White Robot, Draconian 
Set 6 - Dalek (black/gold), Silurian, Quark, Alpha Centuri 


On the back of the large and family-sized packs was one of six colour action settings that could be 
cut-out and assembled. Some packs also featured a cut-out TARDIS to assemble. Smaller 
versions of the six landscapes were also available on the standard-sized packs. 


The promotion was advertised in a wide range of children's comics as well as in-store using a 
colourful three-dimensional display.
